ALDERMAN WILL. GIVE. ‘PUBLIC 
HIS COLLECTION OF 1 


Stipulates That Suitable een Be 
Provided and Suggests Garfield 
Park as Site—Mementos of War, 

Historical Documents, and Paint- 
us Will Requife a Structure Size 

_ of Art Institute tor Proper Display—

his immense private collection of war relics, 
historical records, paintings, and curios to 
the public in the Oity of Chicago when a 
suitable building shall be provided. He is 
in favor of erecting in Garfield Park a build- 
‘ing’ which shall contain the largest war mu- 
séum in the United States. He does not 
stipulate this as the only condition upon 
‘which the gift will be made, but says he 
will be glad to give his collection to the 
public when assured it will be taken care of. 
The collection includes the familiar exhibit 


Prison Museum, the contents.of his former 
private museum, and many things that have 
never been on public exhibition. | 

No definite proposition has been made by 
Mr. Gunther before. He has told persons 
connected with historical ‘societies and 
other institutions that his collection some 
day would become a permanent and public 
feature in Chicago. Last night he said toa 
reporter for Tun TRIBUNB: 

“I believe one of the Chicago parks should 
have this historical museum and war ex- 
hibit. It will be the largest of its kind. in 
the country and should belong to the public. 
I think perhaps it should go to the West 
Side, as the North and South parks have 
museum buildings. Garfield Park would be 
a good location, and there is room there 
for such a building as the Art Institute. It 
will require a building fully as large as that

| SUBMITS THE SEIZURE LETTERS. 


t Sends to Senate All Corre- 
spondence Over Tangle at 
Doelagoa Bay. 


w D. C., Feb, 15.—Responding 
to the Senate’s resolution of Jan. 17 the 
President today. sent to the Senate reports 
from the Secretary of State, with accom- 
panying papers, showing the steps that have 
been taken to obtain the restitution of prop- 
erty of American citizens seized by the mili- 
y authorities of Great Britain in or near 
Delagoa Bay, south Africa. The report 
consists entirely of correspondence between

Choate and the British government.

Mr. Choate reports in this communication 
Lord Salisbury’s suggestion that the British 
government settle the matter by taking the 
flour and paying for it at its price at its 
destination.

The witness testified that the same day- 
one of the attempts to bribe him had been 
made, eto had been put forth to 
reach Justice Piggott, another of the 
Justices of the Supreme Court of Montana.

Justice Hunt quite sharply as to why he 
had not prosecuted the doctor, or made a 
statement at the time concerning the mat- 
ter, the reply, in substance, being that wit- 
ness felt too much humiliated over the propo- 
sition, and also believed that Dr. Tracey 
did not realize the enormity of his offense.
